Mr. ADAMS olfured for consideration 
the three following resolutions: 

I'hut the President of the 
United Slates be roquesied tocoriununi- 
catc to this House, so far as nuy he con- 
sistent with the public ifiiereat« ell (he 
correspondence between the Government 
of ihe United Stales and lliat of .^d.Ktco 
concerning the b*>nndary betw een them, 
and pariicularly concerrfing uny proposi* 
tioti for a cession of lerriiorv belonging 
to ihe Mexican confederation to the Uiii- 
t«*al States; and 11I90 all correspondence 
relating thereto between the Department 
uf State and the Diplomatic Representa- 
tives of the United States in Mexico, and 
of the said Department with those of the 
Mexican Repuhlic accivdiied to the Gov- 
ernment of the United Slates . 

Rrtsolrcd/YUaX the President <d'ihe 
United S(aie.< La requested to communi- 
cate to this H>aise whether any proposi- 
tion has bren made un ihe part of the 
Ri’puhlic of ‘I'exas 10 ilic Government of 
the United Siuteb for the annexation of 
he said Rapuhlic ol Texas to tins Union, 
and ifsucli proposition has becij n:ade, 
what answer has been returned, and utl 
corrcs|»ondcncc which lias taken place 
relating thereto. 

Rt'j^oheJ^ That the President of the 
United States be requested to coinmuni. 
cute to tills House, so far as the public 
interest will permit, the correspondence 
between the Government of tie United 
Stales and that of Great Britain relating 
to tire Noriheasiern boundary oftlie Uni- 
ted States, since the message of the late 
President to the Senate of liie Uinied 
Slates of the 15th of June, 1833. 

Movement of Troops . — Ttic New York 
Post of 4'uesday sa\ s that four Compa- 
nies of tiie Second Kcgimenl of llic Uni- 
ted Stales Infantry, IromKort Howard, 
Green Bay, have readied that city and 
proceeded to Fort Hunu!ton, which sta- 
tion they willoccupy until the season is 
sufiicienlly far advanced to open the new 
cairpnign in Florida. 4'hese troops 
we undcsland are to form a part of the 
Army Corps ordeicd to concentrate in 
Florida during the njonlh of October next. 
I’he following oilicers accompany the 
command: Brr. Miijor Ilonfman, first 
Lieut. Patten, second Lieut. Bumford, 
second Lieut Anderson, second IJeui, 
Wessells, and Surgeon Sutlerice. — Balt.

It id slated in the Georgia Federal Un- 
iitn that as a matter of precaution iho 
Governor of that Slate has determined le 
organize a sufficient force of volunteers 
in ilie Cherokee ciicuit,for the protec* 
lion of the people of that port of Georgia 
against any depredations or hostilities 
that Ihe Cherokee and Creek Indians in 
ihat section may be disposed to commit 
on unofi'etKling and peaceful citizens, li 
is appreliendeo that the removal of those 
Indians will not be efi’ecled without blood- 
shed, unless a sufficient milita/v force 
is organized to overawe llicm. — Ib.

I . ATROCIOUS MURDER.

Auffust \ 8th, 1837. 

To the Editor of the JYew Orleans Bulletin: 

Sinl avail myself of the medium of your col- 
umns, to communicate to the public a horiid 
murder perpelr’ited in this vicinity, on Monday 
the 14th in^t. 

Soiomoii \V. Grifiin, the overseer on the pUn- 
Iniion ofCol. .A. P«gh, on ihe morning of the 
14th inst. went tn theplncc in w hich the hands 
were chopping wood, for the purpose of measur- 
ing (he work of the previous week. About 12 
o'clock, Ids horse was taken unbyoneofthe 
neighbors, without any sndilie, and «en( home an 
hour or so after wards. 4'he circumstance ex- 
cited a suspicion of his havini; been thrown 
from hi? horse, and immediate search was insti- 
tuted and continued dtirine thedny time, until 
U'fdnesdav morning:, the 16ih, wdien the body 
w’Hs found interrcfl in a hole ahout four feet long:, 
ami (wound a half deep, covered with pickets 
and earth. 

Oil raisin^ (ho h<Hiy,it wasdiscovered (hat he 
hart P’ceived a honvy blow on (he rijxhtsideof (he 
nrehead from n chib, ami Ids head was nearly 
Severed from the body w ith some sharp instru- 
ment. 

'The most active mcasines were taken to se- 
cure the perpicralots of so ^roKsanoutragea- 
jjainst the pence of the community, and two 
iicg:rn men belonsrintf to (he plantation have 
been lodged in jail, Mild take their trial to-dnr 
4'hc two slaves taken up, were purchased last 
• priiijc 

Mr Gridin was from Bertie county. No/lb 
Carolina, and had been residing on the same 
plantation for three or four years past He 
was jienerally esteemed by all w ho knew him, 
Rml bore the character ot an upii{thi and hon- 
est man. He has left a wife and one child to 
mourn his fate.

BALLOON ascension, 

AND fatal descent OF the para 
CHUTE. 

V'uuxhall Ganh*i! wa* crowded during: the 
whole of .Monday aflerpoon by an iminenae as 
sembhige of persons, drawn tot^ether lo witness 
(he hazardous, ami we re;;ret to add, fatal cx- 
periiiicnl of Mr. Cocking, to descend from an 
al(i(u*le of upwaids of a mile in a paruchuie uf 
his own imeiitiun. No attempt uf u similar 
description has been made in London since (he 
experiiueut of Monsieur GarncTin. upwards of 
thirty years ago; utid the greatest curiosity wus 
liUturally excited hs to the result. 4'huusuntis 
uf per<ions tilled all the streets und avenues in 
(he neighborhood uf V^uuxhull, and a joyous 
crowrl s.\aru*ed on every eminence and o|>en 
spot that comuiatided a fair view of the hori- 
zon. 4'he time fixeil for the ascent of the »ro* 
n:ii:t was five o’clock , but on entering the gor- 
d< as at (iHtt hour, the process of inflation of .Mr. 
Green'- Nassau bullScn wus not completed. 
4'hia :t(r<iided an oppoitunitv of inspecting the 
pnrar|’!j(e in which Mr. Cocking contemplated 
ln« awiiii <(i--ct'nt . 

Mr. Cochiiiir exp^ainrd th *1 his parachute 
was con«1rufted on n totally ili/feient plan from 
that of M. (<aintriu.. ’I’lie lattr*r he described 
as of the foiinofan nihbrella, chi-od at the mo- 
ment of descent, hilt exp »ruled by the uituos- 
pherc as it approached the earth, and ferming 



a sort of canopy ovei the irroiiaut. His para- 
chute, on Ihe contrary, was in the form of an 
umbrella reversed, the cavity containing Ibo 
air hiring turned uppermost, with the view, he 
said, of preventing the oscillation which proved 
sodisasiroiis to M. Garncriii. 

] The parachute was surrounded by n hoop, 
to which u basket or car was attached by sev- 
^eral cords. Mr. Cocking r\|)rcssed the utmost 
cunfidencr in (he result of his expeiiment, but 
it apfitfared that it was a confuleiice which h« 
jdid not feel. His restless looks and iiei voiisiiesi 
jOf manner seemed to belie the bravery of bit 
I speech, and more than once it appeared that 
his mind wus ill at case, and that he would 
willingly have post[)oned (he attempt until « 
dess hazardous trial had assured him of ita 
safely. 

I Atsix o’clock Messrs. Green and Ppciiceren- 
tered (heir balloon, which was allowed to as- 
jeend to an altilutic of about forty feet, ibat the 
parachute might he brouglit direclh under it, 

I and securely fixed. It wms seven o'clock be* 
fore all the preparations vscie Completed, at 
.which time the wliole afuiratus was distinctly 
jvisihlp to ev< ry one in the gaideiis. 4'he hand 
of ihe Surry yeomanry suddenly slrm k up the 
!iia(inli!il anthen, which being con»idered to bo 
^thc signal fur the cords tu be loosemd, a loud 
huzza proceeded froin the gaiiicns and ua.s ro- 
. echoed hy tl.c impatient mob outside. At this 
’moment u tube or pipe of linen was lowered by 
|tac .Messrs. Gr<*en and bpencer from the car of 
‘their ballonu through (he oiifice in (he para- 
jchiite, and past the ba^Uct in which .Mr. Cock- 
!ing wa.'^to sit. i'his whs for (he conveyance of 
|thc ballast nece*>-ary to dischaige on the a-^cent 
jof u ballon, and which, if it had been thrown 
lout in the usual manner, would have lodged in 
iiht pardchiitc. Alt the prejiarations haviog 
jbeen completed, .Mr Cocking stepped into tho - 
'car amid the acclaiualions of the company, 
jand tlu‘ chords were loosened, (he balloon and 
its atteiidMit parachute mounting into the hea- 
vens amid the renewed cht;eniig» of the crowd. 

The parachute w as in shape uu inverted cone, 
not very unlike an umbiella turned upside 
down. It was ui circumference 107 feet 4 
inches. From tlie holtoiu of this machine, 
wIiTch was coiistriicied of fine Irish linen a bas- 
ket uf wicker was suspended, in which Mr. 
Cocking placed himself. 4'hc distance between 
this basket and the car in which were Messrs. 
Green and Speuccr, was between 40 and 50 
feet. 

4'ho following iuteresling account of the voy- 
age is furnished by Mr. (irei ii and Mr. Spen- 
ci'r, the gentleuiun ^vhol:l he selected to be his 
companions on (hi- l»azirdoii« occasion. Mr. 
Grt'Cn has thus detailed the pioceedings: 

“in consequence of ihe sad and latal catas- 
trophe which has hefallen the lav« Mr. Cocking, 

1 fe«’l mysidl called upon to comiiiuiiicate to 
(he liiildic the whole of the particulars of my 
ascent with the Vauxball balloon, taking up 
with rue Mr. Cocking in his parachuti*. 4 he 
inflation commenced abfiil twelve under (be 
■ibis (tirection of Mr. Hulchinson, the Engineer 
to Ihe (.ondmt Gas Company, and was com- 
pleted by five o'clock . Trior to (he parachute 
being aliricln ri to the ballfHin, I caused a trial 
(o he maile with the view of ascetlaiuing whe- 
ther the buoyancy of the luUer w as sufficient lo 
cany up the loriner with safety, 'i he result of 
fhis (rial wn*, nfu r some ariangemcnt with re- 
to the ballast, of which I w’us ccm| idieJ 
lo give out about G50 Ih* in widghi, had been 
ffctluJ, salisf (dory, 4‘he nbnidoiiment of 
his large quantity of b:illa-l I fouinl (O be abso- 
luhdy requisite in order with saiety lo com- 
iiicnce tlic ascent, 'i'he balloon was then allow- 
ed gently to lisc a sutBcient height to be con- 
veyed over ihe parachuie; but, in consequence 
of the great and iinnvoidable <lel:»y which was 
necessarily caused in affixing the two niachines, 
the ^a- in Ihe foniiiT became very considerably 
coorletned, from a reduction of its temperature. 
If, (hereupon, hecame a mutter of coinpidsion 
th .t I shotihl get rid of lOU lbs more of ballast, 
which I emptied out of the hags through a tube, 
coiistiucted of canvass, and uboiii fifty feet in 
length. 4'hc object in having this tube was, 
ih.jitany ballast 1 miglil deem it advisable to 
throw (Hit during our voyage should take such 
a course as would entirely clear the broadest ex- 
panse ol the parachute. 4 he connexion be* 
twenn (he balooti and the parachute was at 
length comjileted hy the rope of the latter being 
made fast lo the liberuling iren by which Mr. 
Corking was to free hiiii-ell from the ba.loou.— 

It is blit justice to in) self 1 shouM here state, 
that 1 had on several occasions expressed my 
determination not to liberate the parachute 
from the balloon, upon the gronml, setting 
aside any other consideration, (Imt I might se- 
lect a iiiomcnt for the severance when Mr. 
Cocking was not altogether prepared or ready 
for his descent, and iherelore il any accident 
were to accrue to him, that I of course should 
be regarded a? the responsible part) , and the 
one to whom blame would naunally nttach.— 
Mr. F. G)e, every being in ^eadillc^s, about 25 
minutes (u 8 o’clock, ^g.ive (he signal for the 
* liole of the apparatus to be released from its 
tramniels, and we instantly rose very steadily, 
taking an easterly course. 

“Mr. Cocking laid always desired that we 
hotild ascend to an elevation of 8000 feet, about 
•lie mile and a quarter, at which height he pro- 
posed to detach hiiiistdl Iroin the balloon, and 
to commence his descent. Finding, therefore, 
that onr npw'ard progress was very slow, I re- 
quested Mr Spencer to di.<rharge some more 
biiliast, nnd \i3 accordingly throw the contents 
of a i)ng weighin *10 pounds through the tube al- 
ready named. 4’his proving of little avail, I 
directed a second and then a third bagful lobe 
got rid of by the same means. 

“Al this period we were floating nearly over 
the Surry Zocdogical Gardens , at an elevation 
of about' 2000 fci t. It was at this monu- nt that 
a portion of (lie lower end of (he ballast tube 
hecame detached, a circinnslance x(hicb waf 
CHused hy (he occasional swinging to nnd fro of 
the parachute. 4’liis accident led lo the incon- 
vt nience which 1 had foreseen suiue duys be* 
fore the ascent, and which led to the adoption 
of the tube, and of that ol rendering it extreme* 
ly diflicuU for ns tu discharge the balla«l with- 
lut iU falling into (he )>arachute. 

“Onr inahilitv to do this ns we were (hen 
ituated, I communicated to Mr. Cocking, add- 
ing that under the circumstances it was impos* 
ibic for n« to rise any hiaher unless we were to 
attempt to throw the ballast in bagsbu)ond the 
outer spread of this machine, a course of pro- 
cedure which we considered to beatlcnded with 
much danger lo any person who might chance 
to be beneath, lint that we would, it he wisjied 
it, make the experirueni, us soon as we hud 
cleared the houses. Mr. Cocking replied, 
‘Very well, it is of ‘'no c< nsequenre ; if you 
think 1 have time to riscas high ns I want 
and to descend before dark. 1 remarked, ^I 
think you have; and you will Ihcn ali»o havc(a 
iiiorc Ppen country for the desc* nt M'enow 
continued lo glide along guided hy the pleasure 
of the wind at nearly the sanie elevation until 
we had cleared all the buildings. During thU 



lime Mr. Sponcer ami myself were bmil}' en- 
gaged in dividing oiir ballast into sinnll parcels, 
eo ilmt we iniglit be able li> throw them over 
without injury to tlie parachute. 

“As soon us we found that wc had arrived 
over the fields, uml presuming that no danger 
Lould arise from the fulling of the ballast, we 
quickly began to relieve ourselves of that essen- 
tiul couinfodity. In doing this our unxieiy 
respecting any of it lodging in the paincliute 
was much relieved by finc^iiig that the machine 
continually swung backwards and forwards, 
e%‘iden(iy occosionsd by the operation of the 
currents thrt»ugh which we passed, so that we 
were enabled without any difficulty to cast 
away the bags without damage to tire vehicle 
immediately bolow ns. We continued todi*^- 
charge ballast until wc had lessened our quan- 
tity by 50 lbs, in addition to that already sent 
over. The balloon now began to rise, and 
soon entered a tier of clouds, when we lost sight 
of the earth. So great, however, was the re- 
sistance offered by the parachute, to this dense 
atmosphere, that we were again obliged, in or- 
der to attain the elevation Mr. Cocking pressed 
(for thaf gentleman considered that the greater 
the distance he had to fall, the greater w'ould 
be the atmospheric pressure under the para- 
chute, and therefore the easier his descent) to 
rid ourselves of 400 lbs more ballast, and even 
then, we only arrived at the height of 5000 feet, 
which is a trifle less than a mile. 

“We were still 3000 feet lower than Mr* 
Cockin's desired elevation. 

“Whilst these operations were going on, Mr. 
Spencer and ro 3 'self held a conversation with 
our appended neighbor and friend, which was 
entirely confined to the progress we wcreinok* 
lag upwaids. Mr. Cocking manifested much 
aQxiety, and wishing to be informed how we 
were rising, requesting to know when every ad** 
ditional elevation of 500 feet was accomplished. 

“As soon ns we had attained the height of 
5000 feet I told him that it would be impossible 
for US to get up as high as he desired in suffi- 
cient time for him to descend by the light of 
day. Upon this Mt. Cocking said, ‘then 1 
shall very soon leave yon ; but (ell me where- 
abouts I am?’ Mr. Spencer, who had a few 
minutes before caught a glimpse of the earth, 
answered, *we appear to be on a level with 
Greenwich.’ 1 then asked him if he fell him- 
self quite comfortable, and whether he found 
that the practical trial bore out the calcula- 
tions he had made? Mr. Cocking replied, ‘)es, 
I never felt more comfortable or niore delighted 
in my life.’ Shortly afterwards .Mr. Cocking 
■aid, ‘well, now I think 1 shall leave yon.’ I 
answered, *I wish you a very cood night and a 
safe descent, if you are determined to make it, 
and not to use the tackle.’ 

“1 should here obj»ervc, that with an anxiety 
to prevent any accident arising in the event of 
the violence of the wind rendering itiropossible 
for a descent to be attempted, an apparatus had 
been constructed under the direction of Mr. F. 

to nffortt III the facility of asiisting Mr. 
Cockirfg 10 haul hinisclf up into the car of the 
balloon, and that this is the tackle to which 1 
thns alluded. 

•‘Mr. Cocking to llii« ijiiestion made no other 
reply than ‘good night, Bpenerr, good night 
Green.’" 

“At tnis instant I desired Mr. Spencer to 
take fust hold of the ropes, and like myself to 
crouch down in (he car. In consequence of 
b< ing compelled to keep hold of the valre line, 
of cour-e 1 had but one hand which was avail* 
able for the purpose of safety. With that hand, 
furtnnaiely,iii the perilous situation into which 
we were S|>cedily thrown, I was able to main- 
tain my position. 

“Scarcely were these words iittoicd before 
wc felt a slight yerk iipmi the liber iiiiig iron, 
but qiiickiy discovered, from not having chang- 
ed onr elevation, that iMr. Cocking had failed 
in his attempt to free himself. Anolhs’r hut 
more bowerful jerk ensued, and an instant the 
balloon shot upwards with the velocity of a sky- 
rocket. 

“7 he effect upon us at this moment is almost 
beyond description. The immense machine 
which suspended us between ‘heaven and earth,’ 
whilst it appeareil to be forced upwarils with 
terrific violence through unknown and nntravel- 
led regions, amidst the bowlings of a fearful 
hurricane, rolled about as though revelling in a 
freedom for which it had Iod" struggled, but of 
which until that moment it liiid been kept in 
absolute ignorance. It at length, as if some- 
what fatigued by its exertions, gradually as- 
sumed the motions of a snake working its way 
with astonishing speed towards a given object. 
During thistfriglitiul 0 |icratioii, the gas was rush- 
ing in torrents from the upper and lower valves, 
the more particularly from the latter, as the den- 
sity of the atmosphere through which we were 
forcing our progress pressed so heavily upon the 
valve at the top of the balloon ns to admit of 
comparatively but a small escape by that aper- 
ture. 

“At this juncture, had it not been for the ap- 
plication to our mouths of two pipes leading 
into an air bag with which we had furnidied 
ourselves preiious to starling, «c must within a 
minute have been suffocated, and so, but by 
different means, have shared the melancholy 
fate of our friend. 

“This was formed of silk, sufficiently capa- 
cious to contain 100 gallons of almospheric air. 
Prior to our ascent the bag was inflated, with 
the assistance of a pair of bellows, with 50 gal- 
lons of air, so allowing for any expansion which 
might be produced in the upper regions. Into 
one end of this bag were introduced two flexi- 
ble tubes, aifd the moment we felt ourselves to 
be going up, in the iiianner just described, Mr. 
Spencer, ns well as nivsclf, placed ehher of 
(hem in our moiiilis. By this simple contri- 
vance wo were preserved from instiiiitaneoiis 
suffocation, a result which must have ensued 
from (henppareiitly endless volume ol gas with 
which the car was enveloped. 

“ The gas, notwitbstaiidiiig all our precau- 
tions. from the violence of its operation on the 
human frame, almost immediately deprived us 
of sight, iind wc were both, as far ns our vision- 
ary powers were concerned, in a state of total 
darkness for hetween for and five minutes. j 

“As soon as we had partially regained the 
use of oiireyer, ami had somewhat recovered 
from (he effects of the awful scene into which,! 
from the circnrtistances, wc had been plunged,,' 
onr first allenlion was directed to the haronie-. 
ter. I soon discovered tlint iny powers bad not, 
iiifficieiitly returned to enable me to see the 
mercury, but .Mr. Spencer found that it stood, 
at 13. .'19, giving an elevation of :23,3d4 feet, or 
about four miles and a quarter. 

1 do not conceive , from the length of time I 
had been liberating the gas, that this was any-l 
thing like oiiv'grcatest altitude, for we were evi- 
dently effecljiig a rapid descent. 'I'he iinpres-| 
Sion is corroberated by a rough calculation,' 
which leads me to belien’, Uiinwiiig the ciisto-j 
iiiury rate at which gas makes its escape, taken 
into consideration in conjunction wi’h the 
length of time 1 had been pulling the valve- 
line, that wc had lost at least 30,000 feet of ga*, 
or 160,000 giilloiis, a total of 5,080 feet more 
than tny own balloon will contain . 

“As I have stated, wo were now rapidly on 
the descent, having got rid of all the unusual 
annoyances to which I have referred, t inding 
ourselves siiffcrin'g severely from cold, we refe*- 
red to the thermometer, which stood at 28, four 
degress below (he freezing point. 

“Recollecting the late hour at which wc quit- 
ted Vauxhall, 1 now began to be anxious about 
the time, and on apply nig to Mr. Spencer, as- 
certained that it wanted not more than a quar 
ter to nine o'clock. I became extremely anx- 
ious to make our svay through the cloud at 
quickly as possible, which having done we pro- 
ceeded, until wc had reached within some .300 
feet of the giound, when wo found it requisite, 
from our inability to ascertain the nature of the 

f ronnd, the whole country beneath us offering 
he appearance of thick woods, to cast out every 



iirticle of ballast and moveah'e iiiatfers, even 
to ropes and hallast-bag', in order to prevent 
IIS coming in contact witli what was supposed 
to be trees. After calling out for some lime, 
and hanging out the grapnel, w e heard voices 
in reply, and the parties speedily drew ns to 
a safe place of landing, which proved to be close 
to the village ofOffliam, near Town .Mailing, 
seven mjles west df Maidstone, and 28 froip 
London. 

“The balloon was packed, and conveyed in 
a cart to Town Mailing, where we were most 
hospitably treated and provided with beds by 
the Rev. Mr. Money; who singular to relate, 
informed me that he is the son of .Maj. Money, 
the aeronaut, who, on the 23d of July, 1785, 
ascended from Norwich, iitid fell into the sea 
20 miles fiom Lowcsioff. 

“At half past ten o’clock in the morning we 
quitted 'I'own Mailing, and it was not until our 
arrival at Wro(tiam,at which place 1 iiiquiied 
whether they had heard where Mr. Cocking 
had descended, that I became acquainted with 
the unexpected and melancholy result of his 
experiment. 

‘‘ 1 trust it is needless for nio to say, how 
deeply the feelings of Mr. Spencer and myself 
were harrowed up by the sad intelligence thus 
conveved to us. , „ , 

“It'is only due to the lute Mr. Cocking 1 
should add, that throughout the whole of our 
voyage, up to the moment when we released 
himself from the balloon, he displayed (he 
greatest courage and fortitude, and the expres- 
sion of his features, and the light and joyou.«, 
although earnest way, in whicli he made hi« i n- 
quiries and conversed with us, manifnsted his 
great satisfaction that iit length ii theory to 
which he had devoted the last twenty-five 
years of bis life was about to be liiuiu|ih'4nlly 
put to the test. 

“We were up about one hour and twenty 
minutes. 

“Individually my opinion ivii«, that having 
withstood the difliciillies and severe pressure of 
the atmosphere in its desceiil, Mr. Coclting’s 
parachute would accomplish its descent with 
perfect safety.’’

MEXICO. — We have received news, 
papers from the city of Me.xico to tlie 
10th of August, inclusive.

by daily appeals, display iiig the most Ic- 
rociou? hatred to the pu )p!o an I iiialilu- 
lionsoflhc Uhiled States. As it ;vould 
be diflicult to ch-iractcrise these artieles, 
we shall present specimens of some of 
them, which indicate cither madness or 
extreme audacity in their writers, or, 
what is more probable, their firm reli- 
ance on the ignorance and want of judg- 
ment of those whom they address. 

The first extract which wc shall make 
is from the lave stigator, a paper estab- 
lished by the ultra priest party: 

‘•Well, what IS to become of Te.xas? 
TTe hear this question daily asked in 
colfe houses, the streets, the public walks 
and private parties, and nobody seomsto 
be able to answer it. Some believe that 
Texas is lost forever; others, and the 
greater number, think that noihing would 
bo easier than to reconquer that terriio-' 
ry, if means were applied for the pur|>ose, 
and this is our own opinion; but at the 
same time wc conceive that it cannot be 
eflecled, unless we declare war against 
the United Slates. War with the United 
States is indispensable; it is necessary, 
it is useful, it is convenient under exist- 
ing circumstances; in fact, it is the only 
means of rallying tlie Mexican people 
around their Government, artil of giving 
to the nation that respectability wliieh it 
does not now possess nliroad. In fact, 
what is now going on.^ To suppose thall 
the adventurers in 'J'exas arc ihu only 
enemies whom we have to encounter is a | 
most egregious error. Do we not see| 
that the citizens of the United Stalesarel 
making, or endeavoring to make, ilieir 
fortunes out of the Mexican lands? Do 
we not sec daily departing from New 
York and New Orleans, men, arms, pro- 
visions and other articles for the ports of 
'JVxas, under the very eyes of the nuiho- 
riiios of those places? Do we not see the 
Governmsnt of the United Stales, in or- 
der to protect the usurpations in Texas, 
duilv seizing our vessels of war and 
guarda costas, under some pretext or 
other, in order by this means to prevent 
the pirates frpm being pursued as they 
should be? And wc arc to consider our. 
selves satisfied, afier all ihc injuries sus- 
tained in consequence of these proceed- 
ings, with the mere rcsiitutiiHi of our ves- 
sels, without any punishmciit having been 
inflicted upon the officers w ho have r.o.m- 
milted these horrible villaiiics. What 
w'as done to the pirule Hurd, look the 
guarda costa Correo, commanded hv 
Thompson? What has been done to the 
captain of the Grampus, who, in 1832, 
carried into New Orleans the schooner 
of war General Santa Anna, command- 
ed by Villareal ? And lastly, what has 
been done to the pirate captain of the 
sloop of war Natchez, who so per- 
fidiously surprised and seized the brig 
Urrea, merely because site was engaged 
in preventing the trade in articles con, 
trabnnd of war, carried on from the U- 
uiicd Slates with Texas? 

“Are not these acts sufficient to make 
the blood of any true Mexican who lovc.s 
the honor of his country boil in his veins? 
We well know what has been the conduct 
of the Government of the United States; 
its recognition of the independence of 
Texas alone authorises us to break with 
it. And shall we, after the decided and 
open protection which that Government 
has granted to the advcnlurcrs who have 
introduced themselves into Texas allow 
the United States to enjoy the advantages! 
of our commerce? We know that ihe| 
Anglo-Americans, or at least those ofj 
the South, are our enemies; and is itj 
not best that we should cut off all rela- 
tions with them? VVe shall at least have 
no spies among us, and they will no lon- 
ger continue to receive our jirecioiis met- 
als,. in return for their cloths and bacon. 



We have said, that in order to recover 
Texas, we must declare war against the 
United States, which are really at war 
with us already. But, it will be said, 
what resources has iho Government for 
carry ing on such a war? None, indeed 
at present ; but the simple declaration of 
a war hv us will afford them abundance. 
It will 'je insisted, that as wc have no 
means to carry on the war against 1 ex- 
ns, much less shall we he iiblo to sup- 
port one aguiost the United Stales. We. 
however, maintain, liom our experience 
in the affair, that it will be easier to find 
resources for u war wiiii ihe United 
Slates than for one with Texas; because 
the former will be a iialional coii'c.st to 
an infinitely greater extent than the lat- 
ter; because it will demonstrate to us the 
danger into which we arc now running,! 
without being aware of it; and because! 
the present is one of those cases in whichj 
a nation allows ilscll to be despoiled, 
without rnurmuriug, and considering lhc| 
question as purely local, is unaware ofi 
its importance. When however, it has] 
been clearly shown that the United States 
not only wish to sieze Te.xas, but also to 
plant tiieir standard in the capital of the 
Mexican Republic, the uatioii will awake 
from its apathy, and will display that 
spirit which preserved the independence 
of France and of Spain, and which ena- 
bled us to conquerour own ; then will pri. 
vate individuals come forward with llieir 
cnniribtilions, and our fair country women 
will yield their most precious ornanieiit.s 
tosupply the means bf defence; llicii will 
our clergy who have been considered so 
selfish, give up their properly, lor upon 
the salvation of our country depends the 
salvation of the Christian religion; oth- 
erwise we shall see Ihe heretics of the 
North erecting their synagogues among 
us. The war with Texas, on the con- 
trary , can never excite the interest of 
the whole Mexican nation ; few Mexicans 
hold any properly in that country, and 
the nation, although owning the territory, 
has never reaped any benefit fVorn it; 
hence there is little desire to aefend it, 
and great coldness is manifested with re- 
gard to iho reverse of San Jacinto • But 
if this valuable territory be lost, the Cal- 
ifornias will undergo the same fate; the 
same will he the fate of New Mexico 
and Chihahua, and wc shall insensibly he 
reduced within Ihe narrow limits of our 
former Eederal District. It is therefore 
material that we should not deceive our- 
selves; if we wish to preserve the integ- 
rity of our territory, war with the Uni 
led Stales is indespcnsible, nr we slibuld 
exact from them a satisfaction corres 
ponding with Ihe injnry we have sus- 
tained from them. 

“Moreover, wc have, on our side many 
claims to be urged, and many points of 
territorial right to be examined. For 
instance — could Spain alienate the Flor. 
idas after the proclamation of our iiide 
pendence at Dolores^ Could France 
ifi.spr so of Louisiana without the consent 
of Spain? If this right on Ihe part of 
Spain be yet valid she would evidently 
urge it; and when we have recourse to 
arms for the recovery of our territories, 
we ought to consider whether after hav- 
ing obtained the restitution of the Mis- 
sissippi, we should not carry our limits 
to the Missouri ortho Ohio. These arc 
considerations of the utmost importance, 
which our cabinet ought not to forget, 
particularly as it is aided by a Ooiincil 
of wise men, and a Conservative Power 
comi'osed of distinguished jiartriots. 

“But the advantages to be derived, in 
our opinion, from a war with the Northern 
Republic, will not merely unite us more 
firmly, and procure additional resources 
to the Government — an object certainly 
of much importance — but it will also 
serve to weaken the power and influence 
of the institutions of that Republic, by 
dividing it into two parts. A war be- 
tween the United States and Mexico will 
he the sentence of death to the mannfac- 
tures ol the former country; wo shall 
cease to be as we now are, the princi- 
pal consumers of ihoso manufactures; 
our precious molals will no longer go to 
support the credit of their atificial cur- 
rency; and our cruisers will destroy tlieir 
commerce. In the state of things wc 
doubt that the union between the States 
of the North and the South could subsist ; 
as we do not sec what advantage Ihe 
lormer can derive by exposing their prop, 
criy to danger in a war, the result of 
which can only be to give greater influ- 
ence to the States of Ihe South and West, 
while those of the North would be ruin- 
ed, and I heir commerce totally destroy- 
od. 

“vVhat losses could we sustain in such 
a ‘war? None by sea; and wo have 
none to fear on land. Our co.ists arc 
lortimalely guarded bv Providence; for 
the roOTt/o, (yellow foter,) as well as 
their local peculiarities give us a deci- 
sive advantage. - Nor need we fear a 
blockade. At wliat period could it take 
place? In the winter the northwesterly 
storms protect us, and in the suntmerthe] 
yellow fever. Besides, will England, 
France and the other Powers which 
trrde with us, he willing to recognise 
such a blockade as the Anglo- .\mcricans 
can cslablish with their fifteen or twen 
ty vessels? Shall we gain no friends a- 
mong the maratime Powers by such a 
proceeding.*”’ 

The Imperial goes much farther. This 
paper has been lately established undvr 
the superintendence of Colonel Cortina, 
formerly Governor of the Federal Dis- 
trict; a man of decided talents and con- 
siderable literary acquirements, but re- 
m.vrkable for the violence of his opin- 
i ms. If, however, he be the author of 
the article of which the following is a 
part, what judgement can wc entertain of 
his reasoning jiowcrs or his candour? 

“If the United Stalessurpass us in pop- 
ulation and in commercial wealth, we, 
on the other hand, exceed them in mili- 



tary resources. Tl.c pn.found peace; 
which they have enjoy cd for more than 
fifty years — for ‘he pa.^siug visit made to] 
them by the English in 1813 and 1814,; 
merely for the puipose of lowering Ihcir 
extravagant prclensioiiB, (and in which 
they succeeded,) cannot he considered, 
as a war— lliat profound peace deprive.s 
them of the advantages of a warlike] 
population. Their troops are few in 
number, not exceeiliug five thousand 
men, who cannot leave the frontiers and 
other places where they ate now employ- 
ed. Their militia and volunteers can 
retire in a moment; they are civic in ev- 
ery sense ot Ihc word, and wc know 
what civic troops are. Their artillery 
is trifiiug, and they have scarcely any 
cavalry. They want officers accustom- 
ed to war; and even though wc should 
allow them some power in defeuding the' 
interior of their cou.itry, they are lolnl-j 
ly unfit for invading any other. We, on; 
the other hand, in consequence of ihcj 
war maintained for the conquest of our] 
independence against the Spanish troops, 
during eleven years, and of the civil 
wars which have since occurred with 
fatal frequency, have a warlike and 
spirited population, not to he intimidated^ 
by diliiculties, privations, or risks of a; 
campaign, and possessing that sobiicty; 
which has so long distinguished them. 
Our chiefs and officers aro accustomed 
to war, and have that skill .tnd experi-j 
ricnce which is not to be acquired in a| 
few nioutbs, nor by means of hooks in a. 
closet- Without speaking of our well- 
tried infantry, our artillery is excellent; 
and our cavalrysuch, both as to men and| 
horses, that its superiority cannot bede-' 
Died, To these advantages of a numer- 
ous army, and which can be easily aug-] 
mented, wc may add the respective situ-j 
aliens of the two countries. The fron. 
tiers of the Anglo-Americans on our side: 
are very near to some oftheirllourishing: 
States; ours are more than 000 leagues, 
or 2,000 miles, from our seat of Govern- 
ment, and separated from the Depart- 
ments in which there is either wealth or 
population by immense deserts oflering 
no resources for war, The consequence 
of this is, that a battle lost by the An- 
glo-Americans would bring our troops 
upon their rich Stales ol the South, 
wliereas such a loss on our part would 
be to bring them to the dry and solitary 
deserts in the norlliern parts of Tamau. 
lipas and New Leon. 

Our coasts on the Mexican guljih, 
where our principal ports are situaleif, 
are naturally defended by bars, which 
allow only small vessels to enter, and 
render it difficult to effect a landing ; and 
if the Government will aid this natural 
defence by a proper distribution along 
the coast of small vessels armed with 
heavy guns, and some batlallions of cav- 
alry to scour the shores, we need fear 
nothing by se.a on tliat side. On the 
Pacific we may adopt the same means, 
with this difference; that we may rely 
on the strong currents which defend our 
ports in that sea as effectually n» the 
bars protect those on the gulf. Lei us 
close our ports against the Anglo-Ameri- 
cans, and prevent the exportation of spe- 
cie to their country. This alone would 
be a most important arm against them, 
particularly at the present moment, when 
the want of money, as every one knows, 
i* creating the utmost confusion among 
tl'.em; and then let them send their com- 
modores, by dozens if they please, to 
blockade our ports, as they ceri.-iinly 
threaten, It will he for the Euro- 
pean nations to say whether or not 
they will respect such blockades, as they 
would be the parlies really blockaded. 
We, on our side, bv giving commissions 
to cruisers, will have naval forces in a- 
bundaace in our favor, even among the 
Anglo-Americans Ihoiiiselves, who would 
as leave have the money of their own 
countrymen as ol their enemies. If the 
Anglo-Americans should invade us, they 
will enter a country of which they know 
nothing. They will have its inhabitants 
as their enemies; they will be obliged to 
bring willt them every tiling which they 
may want for their subsistence; Ihey 
will find every pass secured against 
them; and they will have to fight with 
soldiers defending their homes, their 
wives, and children; with soldiers tem- 
pered by a war of twenty six jears, 
while Ihe invaders have not the slighlest] 
idea of a battle, much less of a war.; 
They will not be able easily to transport] 
their artillery and cavalry, and much 
less to use them, as those arms are al- 
most totally unknown among lhem;and 
lastly they could only bring into the 
field a drunken and disorderly rabble, 
headed by inexpei ienced officers; and! 
we know what such are worth. Their 
riflemen, of whose exploits their news- 
papers vaunt so much, may he veryl 
good for hunting deer, who do not firej 
back on them, nor charge them with bay. ! 
onets; but they would he of little avail' 
in an action, especially before a few 
squadrons of cavalry. 

The Government paper, the Diario 
del Gohierno, contents itself with cx- | 
trading these articles, except w here it^ 
occasionally makes a few observations 
of (he advantages of wars in general to 
nations. ] 

With regard to the negotiations with^ 
the United Slates, the Government seems 
to have maintained a most rigid reserve,] 
of which the opposition papers complain' 
most loudly .

He ndvertcrl to the cornliiion o( 
the Bank in 1816, which was very difierent 
from what its cornliiion now is, NN e were (hen 
debtors to the Bank. He gave a brief history 
of fhc financial difficulties and operations of 
that period. A bankrupt law was then pro- 
posed. He wasopposed to that measure then 
and now as harsh, but above all, as unconstitu- 
tional. He who would try a Bank of (he U. 
States now would find the recoil overw helming. 
He as one of the States Rights pnrty was of>.; 
))o«ed to a United States Bank, as unconstitu- 
tional, inexpedient, and tending to the concen- 
tration of pow'cr in the government. His own 
course in relation to the United States Bank he 
explained . He had subixiiUed to a Bank un- 
der a state of things whicli he considered irre- 
verrible, in 1816. There was but one mode in 
which the government could re-unite iisr-lf with' 
the Banks, huMhat was eminently obytclion-i 
nble— he meant by creating the Pennsylvania' 
Bank of tlie United States the fiscal agent of 
the government. This would compel a resunip-j 
tion of specie pav luent? in a less disastrous man- , 
ner than by the rstiiblishment of a new Bank.' 
But he »voiild oppose this because he would not 
give his sanction to the creation of an agent 
wholly under the control of the St.ate; and 
again he would not aid to give the Bank a 
triumph over the government, much he be- 
lieved the governmem in the wrong in the fate 
contest between them. He objected to a re- 
union which would make (he credit of u Bank. 
He illustrated his aigiiment by n reference to 
cases of a suppositious character in private 
life. As government operations contract or 
expand, so would the bank circulation. He 
traced the present disastrous condition of the 
country bank to 18:24, when the tariff system 
was remodelled. In 18^8, the evil was increas- 
ed and fixed by a new tariff act. One effect 
was the expansion of bank currency; another 
; was the increase of custom house bonds. 'I’hese 
causes swelled ths expansion of the circulation 
of the Bank of the United Slates in 1831, and 
it was not the fault of that institution that its 
issues were thus expanded. Tlie rechartcr ofi 
the Bank of England in 1832 had its effect on 
(he course of things. It was at this time that, 
the Prcsideni of (he United Slates, not compic- 
hending the real state of things, struck his blow 
at the United States Bank— a blow which com-| 
pleicd the catastrophe. It was remarkable 
that the three preal suspensions of specie pay- 
ments now, in 1813, and in England in 1797, 
resulted from the conncciion of the Banks and 
the Government. He wished to know on what 
principle we could lend the credit of the gov- 
ernment to a body of stockholders, in prefer-j 
elite to any othci citizens of the U. States.— 
The effect was to give a preference to one body 
to the injury, of all the rest of the community. 
The iiicrea'e of Banks was enormous, and is 
still increaring in an enormous degree. The 
various remedies proposed would be ineffectual 
to produce relief, and only effectual to increase 
the evil. He touched on the corrupt practices 
ami corrn^Hing influences, connected with le- 
gislation on the subject of banks. He then 
coininuited on the course of (iencra) Jackson,! 
who had produced the intimate connection bc'j 
tween the Government nnd the Banks in 1834,* 
w'hich liadever since existed, and which wouM j 
for a long lime commingle national politics ami ! 
the Hanks. Ifthcn there could be no reunion with! 
(he Banks, no U. S. Bank, notiiing remains but 
to reorganise the Treasury to meet tlic newj 
condition of things. He had not looked into, 
the present bill; but be would object lo anyj 
measure which unnecessarily swells the patron*! 
age of the government. The resumption of 
specie payments, however, under the existing- 
law would renew the connection with t(m 
Banks. He would nt a proper linn? submit 
an amendment providing (hat after the 1st Jan- 
uary next three-fourtfis of the debts of the U. 
S. may be paid in tlie notes of specie paying 
banks, and gradually to reduce (he propor- 
tion eiich year iiiitil the total separation shall 
be cfff'Ctcd. IFcobjocled lo the i^suc of Treasu-j 
ry notes hearing ifiterest, because it looks like, 
debt; but if issued without interest these notes 
will form a new currency. He believed thaf,' 
if a total separation with (he banks shoithi ^ 
take place, (his sliouid enter into onr pcriiiau- 
ent policy , credit being imiispeu«ablc, as our 
business concerns have become too extensive 
for gold and silver to satisfy.

'I’his 
position he enforced ami illustrated at some* 
length, giving the conclusions to which he had;

In reference^ 
to revenue, the patient lies dangerously ill, af-j 
/lictcfl with a burning (hirst; but fortuimlely; 
young and vigorous, having more to fear from 
the docior*? than the disease — the disease iSf 
<leb(, ami we must find mcHiis to rlisehaige it.

It will be expected that those who get a con- 
tract, will take with them a sufficient niiinber 
of hands to complete the work in a reasonable 
time, and that they will be ready to leave by 
the first of October. 

The Boitsof the Arkansas trade arc brought 
up the river in the summer, for the purpose of 
repairing, and return as soon as the water will 
admit in the fall; upon any of those boats a 
speedy and cheap passage may be had.
